Ordinance No. 1713.

AN ORDINANCE relating to the city dump, to
appoint a keeper thereof and provide for his
compensation and bond, and penalties for
violations of this ordinance.

Be it ordained by the Mayor and Councilmen of
the City of Topeka:
Skctioit 1. From and after the passage of

this ordinance it shall be the duty of the mayor
by and with the consent of the council to ap-
point some suitable person to take charge of,
care for, and manage the city dump. That such
person shall receive a niontuly salary of fortydollars and shad serve in said capacity duringthe pleasure of the mayor and council. Before
entering upon the duties of his position he shall
give a good and sufficient bond in the sum of two
hundred dollars with two or more sureties.
Such bond shall be conditional that the said

giving the same shall pay over to the cityfierson all moneys that shall come into his
hand.s, by reason of his said position as keeperof the city dump and that he will do and per-
form all duties required of him by the ordinan-
ces of the city of Topeka and the rules and regu-
lations of the city board of health.

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the said keep-er of the city dump to keep the said city dump
in good working condition and to manage and
assist in operating the same when in use oy the
city scavengers or other person or persons using
the same in the manner provided in the ordi-
nances of the city of Topeka and the rules and
regulations of the city board of health, and to
not allow the said city dump to be used for any
other than a lawful purpose. He shall collect
from city scavengers and all other persons usingthe same for lawful purposes, the following
fees;

For the contents of privy vaults and cesspools
passed over said city dump at the rate of live
cents for each barrel or cask of four cubic feet
contents each.

For any other offal or garbage directed by the
mayor and council or city board of health to be
dumped over said city dump, the s.um of fifteen
cents for each wagon load or part thereof.

The said keeper of the city dump shall keep a
record in which he shall register the name of all
persons using the said city dump, the date of the
usage and quantity of ma.ter deposited over the
same and the amount by him collected for the
use thereof.

Sec. 3. The said keeper of the city dumpshall give his receipts toall persons making pa
merits to him, which receipt shall be dated the
day it is given aud shall contain the name of the
person making the payment, the amount of ma-
terial deposited and the amount of monev paid
for the use of the said dump. The said keepershall pay into the city treasury once each week
all monevs collected ny him for the use of the
said dump and shall take a receipt therefor.
which receipt shall be by him deposited with
the city clerk.

Sec. 4. Any person violating anv of the pro-
visions of this ordinance shall be deemed guiltyof a misdemeanor aud upon conviction thereof
shall be fined in a sum not less than live dollars,nor more than twenty-fiv-e dollars for each
offense, and if the violator be a city scavengerlie shall have his license cancelled as city scav-
enger.

Skc. 5. This ordinance shall take effect and
be in force from and after its publication in the
official city paper.Passed the council May 21, 1894.
